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John Todd Zimmer, late Curator and Chairman of the Department of 
Ornithology of the American Museum of Natural History was interested 
primarily in the systematics of Peruvian birds, an interest which, no doubt, 
was awakened in 1922-1923 when he participated in the Marshall Field 
Peruvian Expedition as Ornithologist. At that time, Zimmer was Assistant 
Curator of Birds in the Field Museum of Natural History, but in 1930, at 
the invitation of Dr. Frank M. Chapman, Zimmer left Chicago to become 
Associate Curator in the Department of Ornithology of the American 
Museum of Natural History. He was to continue for Peru the research 
initiated by Chapman with his comprehensive monographs on Colombia 
and Ecuador. The revisionary papers on Peruvian birds published by 
Zimmer in preparation of the contemplated monograph on Peru reached 
no fewer than 66 by the time of his death on January 6, 1957. 

Zimmer was very methodical and compiled a long list of Peruvian 
localities during his studies. These were recorded on index cards, with the 
name of the collector, or collectors, of the birds he was studying, or other 
data available. The locality was then entered in an “Atlas” devised by 
Zimmer from photographs of a map of Peru at the scale of 1:1,500,000 
published by the Geographical Society of Lima in 1912. This “Atlas” 
consists of 24 sheets, interleaved with semitransparent sheets on which 
Zimmer traced the rivers and more important streams and entered the 
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localities. Cross references to the sheets of the “‘Atlas’” were noted on the 
index cards as a rule, with or without indication of the approximate 
position of the locality from the more prominent settlements. 

This information is extremely useful but has not been publicly available. 
This situation is remedied by the present gazetteer which is based solely 
on the list of localities and information gathered by Zimmer. 


METHOD 


The gazetteer is based entirely on the International Map of the World 
at the scale of 1:1,000,000, commonly known as the Millionth Map 
because of this scale. The map used by Zimmer, published in Lima in 1912, 
was always referred to but not used in obtaining coordinates because it 
has long been obsolete. The Millionth Map is thoroughly modern. Other 
advantages are its larger scale, contours that were not on the map of 1912, 
and ease of availability. But, of course, no map is ever completely up 
to date. 

The Millionth Map for South America was compiled and published 
by the American Geographical Society, New York, under the name ‘“‘Map 
of Hispanic America,” and, for Peru, consists of 12 sheets, which (with 
dates of publication) are: SA17 (1938), SA18 (1939), SA19 (1930); SB17 
(1938), SB18 (1938), SB19 (1930); SC17 (1938), SC18 (1938), SC19 
(1924); SD18 (1938), SD19 (1927); and SE19 (1922). 

The gazetteer consists of nearly 1100 main entries. Their normal 
interpretations are: 

NAME OF THE Loca.ity: This is the name which appears on the Mil- 
lionth Map. For a locality not on the map, the spelling used is the one 
which seems to be preferred. 

The name of the locality may be followed by one or more variants 
within brackets, or the variants may be given full entries, and, in this 
case, are cross-referenced to the standard name, normally preceded by 
the word see. 

OTHER INFORMATION ON THE Loca.ity: Such was supplied occasionally 
by Zimmer and is stated in quotes, for instance, Cajamarquilla, ““Rimac 
Valley.” 

DEPARTMENTS: Departments were supplied (or verified) by me for 
localities that were identified, or can be narrowed down to a region 
by information given by Zimmer, but normally not for names that are 
cross-referenced. 

The departments were named by Zimmer in less than 10 per cent of 
the localities, and it is possible that I have made some errors in supplying 
them, because some of the departmental boundaries were apparently 
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shifted somewhat after the Millionth Map was published, and an addi- 
tional department (Pasco) was created also, raising the number of 
departments from 22 to 23. In some regions, moreover, the departmental 
boundaries are difficult to follow with certainty on the Millionth Map. 
The departmental map supplied (fig. 1) is for general information only; 
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it was traced from a map published in 1963 by the National Geographic 
Society, Washington. 

AutTuHoriTigs: The authorities for the locality concerned are the col- 
lectors, or collection, stated in parentheses, but, in many cases (such as 
Abancay, Apurimac, which heads the gazetteer), Zimmer did not indicate 
his source. 

The collector and author mentioned most often is probably Sztolcman, 
not “‘Stolzmann,” the form used by Zimmer and most authors, including 
Sztolcman himself, irregularly, in the early part of his career. The biog- 
raphy and very long bibliography of Sztolcman, a very able and prominent 
zoologist who succeeded Taczanowski in Warsaw, was published by 
Domaniewski (1929, Ann. Mus. Zool. Polonici, vol. 8, pp. 22-48). 

Coorp1naTEs: The coordinates were all taken by me from the sheets 
of the Millionth Map listed above, exclusively. They are expressed in the 
style recommended by the Royal Geographical Society of London. In 
this style, latitudes, and longitudes below 100, are expressed by four 
consecutive numbers, without signs for degrees and minutes; for a latitude 
below 10, such as Tumbes, the latitude is written as 0334. The indications 
of the compass points, such as ‘“‘West,” ‘‘South,” or abbreviations to ““W” 
and ‘‘S” are superfluous for Peru, of course, as the whole of Peru is west 
of Greenwich and south of the Equator. The coordinates were read as a 
rule to the nearest minute and are for location purposes only. 

Many localities in this gazetteer are not on the Millionth Map—thus 
requiring the qualification “about’’—but I have tried to narrow down 
these localities to the coordinates given as exactly as I could. 

Finally, a few comments are added when relevant, especially when 
doubt exists. 


ZIMMER’S STUDIES OF PERUVIAN BIRDS 


The great contribution made by Zimmer to the study of the avifauna 
of South America is well expressed by Murphy and Amadon in their 
obituary of Zimmer (1959, Auk, vol. 76, pp. 418-423). This obituary 
supplies a partial bibliography of Zimmer’s publications which were not 
restricted to the avifauna of Peru by any means, but as this gazetteer 
is concerned with Peru only, the publications mentioned below are 
restricted to the studies of Peruvian birds with a short account of their 
scope. 

Zimmer’s studies of the birds of Peru started before he joined the staff 
of the American Museum of Natural History. Before that time Zimmer 
published two papers, based on the specimens which he collected in 
central Peru as Ornithologist to the Marshall Field Peruvian Expedition 
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of 1922-1923. The region visited was chiefly the plateau of Junin from 
which Zimmer proceeded to Huanuco along the valley of the Huallaga 
River, with side trips to the upper Marafion and upper Rio Colorado. 
The first paper (1924, Field Mus. Nat. Hist., zool. ser., publ. 218, vol. 12, 
no. 4, pp. 51-67) is a description of 10 new subspecies with a partial review 
of Xenops minutus. The second paper (1930, Jbid., publ. 282, vol. 17, no. 7, 
pp. 233-480) is a lengthy, comprehensive report on the ornithological 
results of the expedition. 

From then on, Zimmer’s revisionary studies of Peruvian birds were 
published in a series of 66 papers in ‘‘American Museum Novitates,”’ 
under the subtitle ‘Studies of Peruvian Birds.” 

The first 25 numbers were published from 1931 to 1937, with a separate 
(unnumbered) index published on July 30, 1937. The genera and species 
revised belong to the following families: Cotingidae, Bucconidae, Dendro- 
colaptidae, Furnariidae, Formicariidae, Conophagidae, Pipridae, and 
Sylviidae. 

A second series of 25 papers, published between 1937 and 1945 (with 
separate unnumbered index, dated December 31, 1945), revises the 
Picidae, Rhinocryptidae, Tyrannidae, Vireonidae, Coerebidae, and 
Thraupidae, with additional revisions in the Formicariidae and Sylviidae. 

The third, and final series, consists only of 16 papers, published between 
1947 and 1955, with an unnumbered index as above, published in 1957. 
The families revised in them are the Trogonidae, Parulidae, Trochilidae, 
Apodidae, and Motacillidae, with additional revisions of 11 species in 
the Thraupidae. 

The three indexes contain a few corrections to scientific names, dates, 
two or three localities, and, rarely, a typographical error. 

A few independent descriptions of Peruvian birds were also published 
in other publications, the most notable being that of Incaspiza ortizt in 1952, 
in the Journal of the Washington Academy of Sciences, volume 42, page 103.
